to the last degree the ex- 
ploitation and oppression 
of the Spanish working 
masses. : 

In view of the bloody 
‘catastrophe into which the 
people of western Europe 


have been dragged by their 
bourgeois and Social democratic 
leaders, the sufferings and the 
struggle of our people, apparently, 
take a secondary place. Never- 
theless the struggle and the suf- 
ferings of the Spanish people in 
the past and in the present are 
an integral part of the struggle 
and the sufferings of all the peo- 
ples dragged by the cursed capi- 
talist. regime into the slaughter 
of the second imperial'st war.

We all know now that the Span- 
ish war was the first appearance 
on European soil of the second Im- 
perialist war—the renewal of the 
World War of 1914. An earlier in- 
cipient form of the war had been 
staged by Mussolini in Ethiopia—a 
sort of test war more for the pur- 
pose of clearing the path for the 
fascist forces of Europe and for the 
mobilization and drilling of their 
political fifth column in Europe, es- 
pecially London and Paris, than 
for the actual value of the conquest 
of the Ethiopian land. 

How did the various political par- 
ties, groups and men in the United 
States of America react to Musso- 
lini’s and Hitler’s war for the over- 
throw of the Spanish Republic? 
How was the beginning on European 
soil of the war of conquest against 
Democracy throughout the world 
received by the present ardent ad- 
vocates of peace and saviors of, de- 
mocracy—who are asking us now 
to go to war and to trust to their 
tender care over the fate of the 
people’s cause? 

TREACHERY HERE 


President Roosevelt’s administra- 
tion, then committed in so high 
sounding words to a program of de-

Wheeler Withdraws 
His Name; Says 
‘Peace Is Served’

CHICAGO, Ill., July 17. — The 
Democratic National Convention te- 
night presented the voters of the 
country with a masterpiece of dem- 
agogy and evasion on the basic is- 
sues of the day in the form of its 
1940 campaign platform. 


And then the convention pre- 
pared to “draft” President Roose- 
velt as the party’s standard bearer 
for the third successive time., 

Geared to the necessities of an 
election year, the platform promul- 
gated the colossal myth that the 
Democratic Party is a peace party 
pledged to keep the United States 
out of war. 


WHEELER WITHDRAWS 


Although it has been apparent 
for some time that the candidacy of 
Senator Wheeler for the Presidency 
did not have much substance, 
Wheeler formally withdrew from 
the race tonight. 

He claimed that the “principles 
of peace, for which I stand, have 
been incorporated in the platform of 
the Democratic Party. This is a 
real victory. If these principles re- 
main inviolate this convention will 
not have been in vain.” 

Wheeler said that his campaign 
has been based on the promise that 
the President would not run but 
that he was now “convinced—from 
the President's statement and the 
character ‘of the demonstration 
staged by his managers, who con- 


sires and will accept the nomina- ‘ 
tion. 

The similarity in this convention 
to the events of 1916 is startling. 
The stage is being set here for 
President Roosevelt, who has so se- 
riously endangered the peace of the 
nation, to run as the man who 
would keep the American people out 
of the European holocaust. 

Despite the peace demagogy, the 
platform left the door wide open 
for continued “material aid” to the 
British empire and~for complete 
domination by the United States of 
the Western Hemisphere in the 
name of enforcing the Monroe Doc- 

“We will not participate in 
our Army, Navy or air forces to 
fight in foreign lands outside of 
the Americas, except in case of at- 
tack.” 

Then came a hint of possibly 
military action and aggression 
against weaker nations within the 
Western Hemisphere as the plat- 
form added immediately afterward: 

“We favor and shall rigorously en- 
force and defend the Monroe 
Doctrine.”

RESUME NEGOTIATIONS 

Union officials, however, re- 
ported that negotiations, which had 
been under way for the past three 
weeks, had been resumed early in 
the afternoon. It was also learned 
that a government labor conciliator 
had been rushed to the scene. 

As a result of the stoppage, AFL 
welders came over to the CIO in a 
body, and CIO members in the ship- 
yard said that hundreds of hitherto 
unorganized employes were joining 
the CIO. 

A mass meeting has been called 
for tonight in the Polish Hall where 
members of the negotiating com- 
mittee will report on the resumption 
of negotiations. 

Demands of the CIO union are: 
an immediate general wage increase 
for all departments; time and a half 
pay for Saturdays, double time for 
Sundays and holidays; seniority 
rights and equal division of work: 
grievance machinery and union 
control of the apprentice system.

In the 1931 elections to the Sejm 
974,22 persons voted, that is, 204,827 
persons or 19.1 per cent less than in 
the 1940 elections. Of the total 
number who participated in the 
elections 1.151.730 or 97.6 per cent 
voted for the list of the alliance of 
the working people of Latvia. This 
figure is 184,510 votes more than 
the total number of votes cast for 
ali the lists: put up in the 1931 elec- 
tions to the Sejm. 

The remaining 2.4 per cent of the 
ballots that were not cast for the 
Alliance came from those who are 
still dreaming of returning to the 
past.

Although she was com- 
posed her face was tense with 
worry, her fine dark eyes circled 
with grief. 

“Molly was always a good girl,” 
she told me. “She never lied to 
me. She stayed home a iot of the 
time to help me with the house- 
work. This was the first night all 
week that she went out of the 
house.” 

Molly’s school friends agreed that 
she was a good girl—'‘Not a pick- 
up at all, not that kind,” they 
said. 

One girl, who said she had known 
Molly in school for nearly eight 
years, and was one of her. best 
friends, told me, “Whenever Molly 
and I went out with the boys to- 
gether, we always warned them we 
were nice girls beforehand, so they 
shouldn't fool around.” . 

“Yes,” another girl spoke up, 
“Molly always acts like a lady. Of 
course she’s full of fun—that’s why 
we all like her-—but nothing bad. 


And you know she had a date with 
that guy after church—she told 


-|me all about it. It wasn’t just a 


pick-up like the papers made out. 
You'd think after he made a date 
with a girl, he’d have some respect 
for her.” 


‘RICH GOOD-FOR-NOTHING’ 


I asked the girls if they knew 
anything about young Stuart. 

“Oh yes,” they said, “he took a lot 
of the girls out. He’s a rich good- 
tor-nothing. For the last twe 
months or so since he’s been around 
here, it at punk’s been trying to 
take us all out. You want to know 
what his line is? He stops his car 
—or he has his chauffeur stop— 
and he asks, ‘Can you please tell me 
the way to Rye?’ He tried to take 
us out, too, but we told him, ‘You're 
rich and we're poor. You must 
want something,’ and we wouldn't 
go.” 

The girls said that young Stuart's 
statement to the police that he and 
his brother who “happened along” 
in another car right after the ac- 
cident and had taken Molly straight 
to the hospital was untrue. They 
said the youth took her first to his 
own home, where his governess—

‘indignant protests of the 250 fam- 
ilies to Mr. McDonald, assistant 
secretary to the Mayor. 


The delegation of 10 first went 
to the office of Commissioner Moses 
who refused to see them. His assist- 
ant, Mr. Hotchkiss, told the delega- 
tion that nothing would be done 
and that the eviction would go 
through if he had his way about it. 

Spurred by yesterday's victory, 
the 250 families have called a spe- 
cial meeting tonight at 1612 Sheeps- 
head Bay Road where plans will be 
made to exert greater pressure on 
the Mayor and the New York Hous- 
ing Authority.

Gambler Gets 
From Behind 
Police ‘8 Ball’ 


Mr. Erickson, Whom the 
Mayor Ranted Against, 
Goes Free Again 


For more than a year there has 
been considerable tall talk in offi- 
cial circles threatening to wipe out 
the notorious gambling ring of 
Frank Erickson, resident of the 
swanky Forest Hills section of 
Queens. 

Yesterday Frank had another of 
his usual brushes with the law, 


‘growing out of a July 4th free-for- 


all fight at 6th Ave. and 58th St. 
where it was alleged there was a 
bit of knife play. But everything 
turned out nicely. The cops and 
Erickson made up. Nobody went 
to jail. And the tall talk continued. 

“We are going to watch this group 
of tin horns,” declared Mayor La- 
Guardia at World’s Fair City Hall. 

A year ago the Mayor ordered 
Erickson banished from the city. 
But nothing came of it. 

Last summer the gambler king 
Was arrested on a@ vagrancy charge 
and was convicted by Judge Irving 
Ben Cooper, despite the fact Erick- 
son insisted he had an income of 
$12,000 a year from his “business.” 
The Court of Appeals reversed the 
conviction by a 4 to 3 vote. 

Periodically LaGuardia has 
threatened to clean up the Erickson 
gang. 

Involved in the latest situation 
with Erickson were Al Contento, 
alias Al Howard, and Patsy Teso- 
riero, alias Patsy Dyke, both gentle- 
men of leisure well known at Ha- 
vana and Florida race tracks. 

There they told the cops they 
were good pals and the alleged 
rough stuff up on Sixth Ave. was 


just a friendly little spat. The cops

Teamsters

DETROIT, July 17 (UP).—Ap- 
proximately 1,800 truck drivers and 
platform men, handling principally 
intra-city freight shipments, went 
on strike today, tying up mantneee 
of 237 companies. 

The strikers, members of the 
Teamsters’ Union (AFL), voted to 
walk out after wage negotiations 
with the Greater Detroit Cartage 
Association collapsed.

WASHINGTON, July 17 (UP).— 


The Justice Department said today 
that Harold James Pritchett, presi- 
ident of the 


CIO’s International 
Woodworkers of America, would not 
be permitted to return to the 
United States from Canada except 
as an immigrant, subject to ap- 
proval by immigration authorities. 

Pritchett, who has been in this 
country since 1936 on a Canadian 
visitor’s permit, has applied for re- 
newal of the permit. The permit 
has been renewed 22 times in the 
last four years, allowing him to live 
in this country almost continuously. 
His last permit expired July 12. 

“As a general policy,” the Justice 
Department said, “the department 
cannot approve the use \of continued 
temporary admissions over pro- 
tracted periods by aliens who desire 
to come to this country on business 
of a permanent nature.”

Hotel Council 
Charges Astor 
Violates Pact 


AFL Body Declares That 


Owners Refuse to Sign 
Union Contract 


Charges made by the New York 
Hotel Trades Council, A. F. of L., 
that the Hetel Astor management 
was guilty of violation of the so- 
called “Status Quo” agreement 
made between the Council and the 
Hotel Association of New York City 
on March 23, 1938, were placed yes- 
terday with James A. McCarthy, 
Executive Secretary and Labor 
Manager of the Hotel Association. 

Demanding that the Lalor Man- 
ager of the Association act immedi- 


ately on the grievances presented, 
Jay Rubin, President, and John J. 
Sullivan, Secretary of the New 
York Hotel Trades Council, as- 
serted in their charges: That the 
Hotel Astor has refused to recognize 
the Council as the collective bar- 
gaining agent for its members em- 
ployed in the hotel and has refused 
to adjust grievances; and that the 
hotel has refused to pay to the 
union members in the hotel the 
wage increases that union members 
employed in similar capacities in 
other hotels receive. 

The March 23rd agreement, which 
was the first formal agreement 
ever made between the Association 
and a hotel workers’ union, pro- 
vides for setting up machinery for 
handling grievances and recognition 
of the union as bargaining agent 
for its members. 

The agreement was followed a 
few months later by a signed wage 
and hour contract between the As- 
sociation and the Council. 

NO PACT YET 


Although Robert K. Christenberry, 
General Manager of the Hotel As- 
tor, was a member of the Hotel 
Association negotiating committee 
which agreed upon the union con- 
tract, his hotel has not yet signed 
such a contract with the union. 


Mr. Rubin said today that the 
union's contention is that although 
no general contract has been signed 
by the Hotel Astor, the agreement 
of March 23, 1938, requires the hotel 
to give recognition to the union as 
collective bargaining agent for its 
members as well as to give such 
members wage increases provided 
for in the general contract. 

In 70 New York Hotels, among 
them the outstanding ones in the 
city, the Hotel Council has contracts 
covering all employes as a result of 
obtaining certification as the sole 
collective bargaining agency. In the 
Astor such certification has not yet 
been obtained, but the union is re- 
questing enforcement of the pro- 
visions of the “Status Quo” and 
subsequent wage and hour contract 
signed ‘by the association for all its 
members. This involves a flat $2 


weekly wage increase which the 
Astor has not yet given.

The prison terms ‘which Seibant 
yesterday are on & charge growing 
out of the anti-trust case on ‘“con- 
spiracy to obstruct justice’ on the 
framed testimony of a group of 
ousted stoolpigeons and sponsors of 
a company union who delivered the 
government's testimony in the for- 
mer case. 

Issuing a statement a few min- 
utes before he entered the Court 
House, Irving Potash declared in 
behalf of the prisoners that the 
conviction came about “AS A 
RESULT OF A CONSPIRACY 
BETWEEN EMPLOYERS AND 
A GROUP OF STOOLPIGEONS 
WHO, IT IS NOW REVEALED, 
WERE ENGINEERED BY THE 
EXECUTIVE COUNCIL OF THE 
AMERICAN FEDERATION OF 
LABOR.” 

Potash referred to the so-called 
“American Pederation of Pur Work- 
rs,” the namé that a defunct com- 
pany organization among Greek 
furriers under the leadership of 
Charies Salounias, took. 

“That union was formed on 
February 20th on the very day 
that our anti-trust trial began,” 
Potash declared. “The Salounias 
group received its charter from 
the A. F. of L. on the very day 
that we were sentenced in the 
second trial.” 

Potash cited the leaflet this group 
had issued a day after the sentences 
were passed, in which they boasted 
of the charter. 

“This is a second time William 
Green has put his arms around 
outcasts from our ranks, The 
first time was when he chartered 
a handful at Toronto, Canada, 
after we expelled Max Federaman 
there for stealing funds. This time 
he picks up a handful of agents 
provocateurs, stoolpigeons, and 
discredited organizers of a com- 
pany union. 

“The connection between the 
efforts of the employers and the 
stoolpigeons to break our union 
and the trials, is too clear to be 
mistaken by any normal person. 

“I have confidence that the la- 
bor movement will see that we are 
not jailed because we are guilty 
of any crime but that we are the 
victims of framed employer-stool- 
pigeon evidence. Frameups are 
nothing new in America’s labor 
history, I trust that our fate will 
arouse the workers to the danger 
that faces the labor movement if 
this drive on labor remains un- 
challenged.” 

Potash looked back to more than 
15 years of struggle in the fur 
union as the closest collaborator of 
fighting Ben Gold. He recalled the 
repeated efforts that were made 
to divide the ranks of the fur work- 
ers for a wedgeway to weaken and 
smash the union. 

“They failed in all their at- 
tempts,” he continued. “Our union 
is today at the highest point of 
its development and growth, and 
we are still marching forward. 
They think that by putting sev- 
eral of us in jail and supporting 
such agents as Salounias they will 
achieve their ends. We have fur- 
nished documentary preof of this 
conspiracy.” 


letter the union submitted to At- 
torney General Robert H. Jackson 
last April 29, in which the attorney 
for a fur employers’ association re- 
ports to his client’s board of di- 
rectors of the progress he has made 
in Washington in obtaining the 
promise of Department of Justice 
Officials to have the dormant anti- 
trust case brought to trial. In that 
letter the attorney tells hig associa-

tion that “the atterney general feels 


certain of a conviction against Gold 
and the others and that this will 
be sufficient pressure to force the 
union to give us the agreement we 
seek.” 

The agreement of the Joint Couns 
cil expires at the end of this year. 
Potash pointed out. that all the 
moves in the trial are related to 
plans by the manufacturers in 
respect to the agreement. 

“The Lovestonites who have been 
operating with Salounias from the 
same headquarters,” he added, 
“have been among the first to lay 
the ground for this attack upon the 
union. Our membership has seen 
them at their work and sees the 
part each of these anti-labor ele- 
ments afe playing in this attack 
upen our organization.” 

The fur union leader expressed 
the opinion that all these efforts 
are futile and ridiculous. The union 
he said is today a powerful move- 
ment of 60,000 members with many 
leaders who “know how to take care 
of the situation adequately.” 

“The last vestige of employer 
fluence or their agents will 
cleaned out of the union.

EXPOSED GURRAH 


Ironically, Potash is the man who 
made possible the first conviction 
of Jacob (Gurrah) Shapiro, partner 
in the notorious Lepke-Gurrah gang 
combination. The government was 
always forced to give up prosecution 
of the gang head on a claim that it 
had no witness who had the cour- 
age to take the stand against him. 

Potash was the first to testify 
against him in 1938 and the first 
conviction was the result. Potash 
told of the threat the gang head 
made to him to “rub him out” if the 
union headed by Gold continued to 
challenge the combination of em- 
ployer and racketeer elements of a 
rival union in the fur industry.

Committee Here Sends 
Cables Appealing 
for Quick Action 


Acting on information that the 
order of business of the Havana 
Conference on. Saturday will in- 
clude the problem of refugees in 
general, cablegrams urging the For- 
eign Ministers of the twenty Latin 
American Republics to raise the 
the urgent need for immediate co- 
operation among the American 
governments to protect the anti- 
fascist refugees trapped in France, 
including Spaniards and -Interma- 
tional Volunteers, and to aid in 
their evacuation to the Americas, 
were sent today by the United 
American Spanish Aid Committee, 
200 Fifth Avenue. 


Immediate action is needed to 
Save thousands of lives, the cables 
declared. 


Cables were also sent to the 
Spanish Aid Committees of Mexico, 
Chile, Cuba, Uruguay, and Argen- 
tina requesting their aid to assure 
the cooperation of their govern- 
ments on this vital issue at the 
conference, 


TEXT OF MESSAGES 


The full text of the cablegrams 
to the Foreign Ministers follows: 

“Respectfully urge your gov- 
ernment to instruct delegates to 
the Havana Conference te raise 
the need for cooperation of Amer- 
ican governments to take under 
their protection the anti-fascist 
refugees in France including 
Spaniards and International Bri- 
gade members, and to arrange 
their evacuation to American 


countries. The Conference agenda 


already provides for general dis- 
cussion of this question. Imme- 
diate action is needed to save 
thowsands of lives.” 


Following is the full text of the 
communications to the Spanish Aid 
Committees: 

“We urge you to see your For- 
eign Minister and request that 
your government's delegation to 
the Havana Conference be in- 
structed to raise the matter of 
cooperation of all yates gov- 
ernments in giving protection to 
anti-fascist refugees in France, 
including Spaniards and Inter- 
national Brigade members. Help 
their evacuation to American 
countries. Point out to your Min- 
ister that the agenda of the Ha- 
vana Conference already includes 
discussion of this subject. Imme- 
diate action is necessary.” 


A similar appeal was sent to Lom- 
bardo Toledano, head of the pow- 
erful Mexican Confederation of 
Workers, in Mexico City.

Sean OC lasey Assails

“And it was the Communists who 
first raised the danger of the Fifth 
Column, even before the uprising 
tuok place.

“And the final seizure of power by 
the Casado-Miaja-Besteiro group 
was also the result of the fact that 
Communist advice was not heeded 
by the Spanish Peoples Front gov- 
ernment. ; 

“The record of Spain is so clear, 
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here will never succeed in fastening 
upon us the filthy epithet of Fifth 
Column—an epithet which belongs 


solely to those who mouth it against ~ 


anti-fascists.” 
A THING TO REMEMBER 
Gates, in conclusion, lared that 


the best and/most fitting way to 
mark the anniversary of the great 
Spanish struggle is to remember 
and to act for those who are still 
held in French prison camps and 
who stand in immediate danger of 
being turned over to the firing 
squads Of Hitler, Mussolini and 
Franco. 

“The case of Gallo, I think, can 
well symbolize all those now in dan- 
ger,” Gates said. “Gallo was my 
superior as Commissar of the Fif- 
teenth Brigade. And he is an 
Italian and a living refutation of 
the lie that Mussolini represents the 
Italian people. 


“Gallo is a brilliant military 
Strategist. He played a prominent 
part in all the military veitories of 
the Spanish Republican Army. 

“And there lies the tragedy of 
the whole betrayal of France: Gallo, 
a tested anti-fascist, a man with the 
competence and ability necessary to 
have organized a REAL defense of 
France, was kept in a concentration 
camp throughout the war together 


with other splendid leaders, was 


deathly ill by inhuman treatment, 
and now is on the point of being 
handed over to Mussolini. 

“There is one way that the Amer- 
ican people can mark this anniver- 
sary, and prove that they have 
learned the lessons of Spain and of 
France. They can, by the pressure 
of their numbers, compel the gov- 
ernment of the United States to 
intervene in behalf of these genuine

forts, it would have ensured & 
decent life to the working class, 
land would have gone forever to 
the hands of those who till it.

The victory of the Spanish 
people would have strengthened 
and consolidated the Popular 
Front in France, it would have 
toppled the reactionary forces and 
the war incendiaries from their 
positions. In England the victory 
of. the Spanish people would have 
tremendously pushed the develop- 
ment of the Popular Front and 
would have stimulated the en- 
slaved masses of the British Em- 
pire in their struggle for libera- 
tion. The victory of the national 
revolutionary war of Spain would 
have dealt a hard blow to the 
capitulators and the defeatist 
ideologists, to the rotten leaders 
of the Second International. The 
defeat of Italy in Spain would 
have done tremendous damage to 
the fascist dictatorship which 
after the Ethiopian war, already 
found itself in a very difficult po- 
sition. So far as Germany is con- 
cerned, the victory of the People’s 
Republic in Spain could have 
caused an extraordinary serious 
situation for that dictatorial 
regime, which already was going 
through huge economic and finan- 
cial difficulties. 


WOULD HAVE HALTED WAR 


In other words, the victory of 
the Spanish people would not have 
been a victory of a national char- 
acter but the starting point for 
profound changes in relation to 
the forces of these 


forces in all countries which were 
fighting against reaction and im- 
perialist war and for peace. Such 
a blow to the reactionary forces, 
on the one hand, with the result- 
ing growth of the progressive and 
peace forces in the capitalist 
countries and the establishment 
of a united front between these 
forces and the powerful country 
of socialism on the other hand, 
would have made it impossible 
for the world reactionary forces 
to unleash the imperialist war. 
Facts shcw the correctness of this 
statement. The struggle of the 
Spanish people lasted for two and 
a half years, and it is not an acci- 
dent that while the masses of our 
country stood with arms in hand, 
and while the Popular Front in 
France stood, the imperialists did 
not dare to, or were not able to, 
Wage the war that today is de- 
stroying countries throughout the 
world. 


Thanks to the betrayal of 
Chamberlain, Daladier,.Blum and 
Citrine, world reaction carried out 
its own plan, at least in the first 
stage. Our people were defeated, 
the Popular Front of France was 
broken down. But in attempting 
to realize the second part of their 
criminal plan, the provocation of 
a counter-revolutionary war 
against the Soviet Union, reaction 
miserably failed. 


The wise Stalinist policy of the 
U. 8. S. R. upset the provocative 
calculations for an anti-Soviet 
war, and it recoiled against its 
own creators, and all that they 
had stored up for long years to 
use against the land of the work- 
ers. 

IMPORTANT LESSONS 


In the light of the imperialist 
war, scme important lessons may 
be drawn®from the struggle of the 
Spanish people, useful not only 
for the Spanish working class but 
for the proletarians of other coun- 
tries. The experience of our war 
as well as of the present im- 
periasw. war teaches us that the 
bourgeoisie, when facing powerful 
popular movements which endan- 
ger their class privileges and their 
rulirig position, will move toward 
the betrayal of the national in- 
terests, will choose the path of 
capitulation to foreign ‘imperial- 
ists, and sell out the people to 
the foreign enemy, provided it 
can safeguard its class privileges. 

The Spanish ruling classes, 
with their privileges threatened 
by the democratic revolution, did 
not hesitate to loose a terrible 
catastrophe against their own 
country, destroying entire Spanish 
cities, bringing to Spain foreign 
aviators to murder by thousands 
children, women and old people. 

After losing all naticnal senti- 
ment, the bourgeoisie and the 
landowners, the Spanish Falan- 
gists and the Monarchists, swin- 
dlers like Juan March and rep- 
resentatives of the upper church 
hierarchy, got together against 
the people to auction the indepen- 
dence of our country to foreign 
imperialist powers. 

The shameful betrayal and ca- 
pitulation of the French bourgeoisie 
during the present war shows 
once more that the shameful be- 
havior of the Spanish ruling 
Classes is not an exception, nor a 
spécial Spanish case, but the gen- 

eral tendency of the bourgeoisie 
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cline of capitalism and the deep- 
ening of their general crisis. 
DEFENSE OF NATION PASSES 
TO PROLETARIAT 

_ All the Lavals, Flandins, Wey- 
gands, Petains, Belins and Mar- 
quets, bourgeois rubbish in putre- 
faction, corrupted elements to the 
last of their bonés, are twin 
brothers of Franco, Serrano and 
Suner, the Spaniards. Long ago, 
the bourgeoise ceased to be repre- 
sentative of the interests of the 
nation. The bourgeoisie today be- 
trays the interests of the nation. 
The bourgeoisie today betrays the 
national interests, and the de- 
fense of these interests passes to 
the hands of the opposing class, 
the working claés, that is destined 
to liberate itself and safeguard 
the interests of the nation. Such 
was, and such is, one of the most 
important teachings that can be 
drawn from the struggle of the 
Spanish people and from the re- 
cent events in France. 

Habitually the bourgeois and 
Social Democratic politicians . try 


to hide their policies of betrayal . 


and capitulation, making the peo- 
ple believe that in this way they 
will save the people from greater 
and harder sufferings. The poi- 
sonous weapon with which they 
seek to break down the resistance 
of the people before the enemy is 
expressed in the infamous slogan: 
“Better slavery than death.” The 
events in Spain and France show 
that this is a miserable deceit. 
Capitulation never was and never 
has been salvation. The policy of 
capitulation not only makes slaves 
of the peoples, but delivers them 
as cannon fodder to the foreign 
imperialists, for a war in which 


“they and their-sons will have to 


die in defense of alien interests. 
Did perhaps the betrayal of ‘the 
buorgeoisie and the landowners of 
Spain put an end to the suffer- 
ings of the Spanish people? Not 
at all. When the barbaric hordes 
of Francd engaged in the rebel- 
lions uprising,: they gave an idea 
of what would become of a Na- 
tional Syndicalist Spain with the 
slogan: “Not a single home with- 
out.bread, without fire.” And the 
Spanish people, after 16 months 
of Franco’s “Victory,” has more 
misery than ever, is more hun- 
gry than ever. There is no bread. 
The rationing imposed upon the 
people has again been aggravated. 


Today, and not even every day, . 


the workers can get only 125 
grams of bread. 
NO WORK 

There is no work. Counting 
the prisoners in the conventration 
camps and the unemployed, the 
figure teaches more than 10 per 
cent of the population. Even the 
Falangist leaders cannot hide the 
grave economic situation of the 
country. Serrano Suner has stated 
that the transport by railroad, 
automobile and maritime has 
been reduced by 40 per cent. The 
deficit in supplies is estimated at 
ten million quintals of wheat, 
180,000 tons of sugar, 120,000 tons 
of rice, 3,000,000,000 litres of milk, 
2256,000 tons of coal. 

The people are suffering untold 
hunger and misery, but the Fa- 
langist bureaucracy, the specu- 
lators, the bankers, the industrial- 
ists and the landowners are piling 
up enormous profits. Spain is in 
ruins. Production to a certain 
extent is paralyzed, but there is a 
branch of industry which is still 
“flourishing” now more than ever 
—the war industry. Instead of 
trying to solve the problems of 
the working masses, the Franco 
leaders are trying to impose 
heavy burdens upon them. Cynic- 
ally they declare that the only 
road open to save Spain is the 
re-establishment of the country as 
“Imperial Spain.” That it is nec- 
essary to re-conquer the old 
Spanish colonies and Gibraltar, 
necessary to conquer French Mo- 
rocco, and 80 on. 

PUSHING TO NEW WAR 

According to them, the plunder 
and robbing of other people would 
allow the working masses of Spain 
to live a better life. At the ex- 
pense, that is, of other peoples! 
With the slogan of “Imperial 
Spain,” the Falangist clique were 
with Franco at its head, is push- 
ing the country into the hell of- 
the imperialist war. All this boast- 
ing about an “Imperial Spain” is 
an outright lie, because the people 
who for more 
fought with arms in hand for 
their own liberty and indepen- 
dence do not want now to become 
the jailers of other peoples. It is 
a cynical falsehood, for those 
who today are subjugating the 
Spanish people to a regime of ter- 
ror have no right to appeal for 
help to the same people in their 
plans of plunder and spoliation. 
A miserable deception, because if 
the foreign imperialists under 
whose orders Franco and his 
Clique exist, were allowed even in 
part the realization of the ex- 
pansionist plans of the Spanish 
bourgeoisie and landowners, it 
would not be to satisfy Spain, but 
to make more profitable foreign 
domination over Spain and more 
valuable the slavery of the Span- 
ish people. These imperialists 
need raw material, cheap labor 
and the blood of the working 
people to strengthen their domi- 
nation on Spain and upon the 
capitalist. world. .

Question: Doesn’t the unanimity 
rule in the Pan-American Union 
place an insurmountable obstacles 
in the way of the United States or 
any other imperialist power dom- 
inating Latin America? 

Answer: The Latin American 
countries can protect themselves 
only by united action against the 
present great drive of the imperial- 
ist powers, particularly the United 
States and Germany, to dominate 
the peoples of Central and South 
Americe. A firm solidarity on .the 
part of all the Latin American 
peoples, based on democratic re- 
gimes in the score of countries and 
supported by the progressive forces 
in the United States and Canada, 
is their only guarantee for the 
maintenance of their national in- 
dependence and for the defense of 
their democratic institutions, in 
the face of the powerful imperial- 
ist efforts now being made to sub- 
due them.

' Under this rule major decisions by 


the P.A.U. have to be agreed to by 
all the state members. It is a step 
in the right general direction; but 
only a first step. Any one of the 
affiliated states has the right, 
theoretically at least, by its ad- 
verse vote to prevent a decision 
from being taken. In some respects 
the unanimity rule has worked out 
as a protection against the impe- 
rialist maneuvers of the “Colossus 
of the North.” But it has been by 
no means an unmixed blessing, for 
it has also enabled individual reac- 
tionary Latin American govern- 
ments to_block progressive moves 
by sister peoples. 

In order to offset the unanimity 
rule in the Pan-American Union 
the great imperialist powers have 
adopted the practice of “plowing 
around” that body and taking up 
their important business with the 
individual countries directly. Their 
motto is the familiar, “Divide and 
Conquer.” Consequently, the work 
of the Pan-American Union is con- 
fined largely to general (and often 
pretty meaningless) principles of 
common action and also to minor 


tuent states can agree without 
great difficulty or pressure. In ac- 
cord with this practice the U. S. 
Government settles vital questions 
of loans, trade treaties; and now, 
naval and air bases, through direct 
negotiations with the individual 
Latin American governments. Nor 
has Yankee imperialism in the past 
hesitated to organize reactionary 
governments within, or to - use 
armed force against, single Latin 
American countries which flouted 
its.orders. 

It is clear that in direct dealings 
with militant imperialist powers, 
the United States and Germany (as 
well as Great Britain, Japan and 
Italy) the individual Latin Amer- 
ican countries are at a serious dis- 
advantage. The way they can pre- 
vent this disadvantage from bec-m- 
ing an open door to fascism and 
from leading to the loss of their 
national independence is by more 
and more acting as a. bloc on all 
vital economic, political, and mili- 
tary questions in their transactians 
with the great imperialist powers. 
Especially will they need such sol- 
idarity in the crucial Havana con- 
ference now about to begin. Reli- 
ance upon the glittering promises 
of the Good Neighbor policy would 


ica will constitute a power quite 
able to defend itself against all im- 
perialist attacks, regardless of 
whence they may come. 


Question—Does the Voorhis Reg- 
istration Act (H.R. 10094) apply also 
to trade unions? 


Answer—Undoubtedly it would be 
so construed by reactionary judges. 
This infamous bill, the rotten prod- 
uct of the three years of snoopery 
by the Dies Committee, is one of 
the most dangerous pieces of Iegis- 
lation to come before the American 
Congress in the past hundred years. 
Among its many vicious proposals, 
it demands that “any group, club, 
league, soc'ety, committee, associa- 
tion, political party or association 
of individuals which are affiliated, 
directly or indirectly, with a foreign 
government or a political sub-divi- 
Sion thereoi” shall register with the 
government and submit to elatorate 
and intricate controls so drastic as 
to make impossible its functioning 
as an organization. 

There can be no doubt that en- 


tion, this bill’s definition of what 
constitutes a “foreign agent” would 
be stretched to include international 
labor affiliations. Many trade unions 
in Europe and Latin America are 
connected up with political parties, 
their officers frequently sit in the 
parliaments, and in some cases in 
the government cabinets. Affiliation 
of American unions with such 
unions would be construed by reac- 
tionaries as a sufficiently close con- 
nection w-th foreign governments 
to bring the American trade unions 
under the ban of the law and to 
force their disaffiliztion internation- 
ally, or their registration under the 
law. Indeed, no such close connec- 
tions with foreign governments can 
be shown in the use of many organ- 
izat'ons which the bill is obviously 
aimed against. The bill is definitely 
written in the spirit of fascist reac- 
tion, one of the special purposes of 
which is to destroy internationalism 
among the workers, It is an assault 
upon the right of international affi- 
liation, exercised virtually unchel- 


lenged by the workers in democratic 
countries for a century. 


tion of the trade union movement 
is clear from the fact that although 
bodies engaged in religious, chari- 
table, scientific, scholastic, or aca- 
demic pursuits,” are specifically ex- 
empted from the operation of the 
law, labor unions are accorded no 
such exemption. It is no mere over- 
sight that the unions are not ex- 
empted. It shows that the framers 
of this vicious legislation, which has 
alreddy passed the House, are aim- 
ing at destroying organized labor's 
solidarity with its brothers in for- 
eign countres.

Who Has Ever Tamed the 
Ocean? Who Has Conquered 
The People of France?

T IS terrible to think of France, la belle France, being 
tortured and amputated to make her limbs fit the bed of 
iron tyranny set up by Hitler. 

France has been loved as no other nation in history. 
For more than a century she was the fountainhead of revo- 
lutionary and liberating ideas. Paris has been the cradle of a 
hundred revolutions in the arts. The people of Paris were 
the great artists who made the Revolution of 1789 and the 
Commune of 1870, the latter a masterly sketch which in- 
spired the leaders of the Soviet Revolution. 

“Who has not loved thee with all his heart in the morning of his 
life?” once wrote Maxim Gorky in a lyrical apostrophe to France. 

“How many great days there are in thy past! Thy battles were 
the grand festivities of peoples, and thy sufferings great lessons for them. 

“France! Thou wast that campanilé from which the bell of justice 
once tolled through the world, rousing the peoples from their age-old 
sieep with three great calls—Liberty, Equality, Fraternity!” 


And now the convention of traitors has met and has erased those 
sacred words, Liberty, Equality, Fraternity. It has destroyed the French 
Republic and abolished all that was good and great in French history 
since 1789. 

Fascist philosophers long had set themselves this goal of wiping 
out the ideas and achievements of the French Revolution from the books 
of history. Their goal has been to set Europe's clocks back for 150 years. 

Now they have done it. The official organ of the Vatican blesses 
Marshal Petain, the fascist, as it has already blessed General Franco. 
Renegade Socialist leaders flock into the fastist government. Old vet- 
eran opportunist liberals jump on the bandwagon. It looks like the end 
of Diderot, Voltaire, Victor Hugo, Madame Ourie, Flaubert, Picasso, 
Anatole France—the end of the France that inspired Jefferson and the 
American Revolution, the France that inspired Karl Marx, the France 
that nourished so much that is vital in American painting and literature 
of today. 

There will be savage bonfires of all the books, There will be witch- 
hunts in the art galleries. Scientists will be thrown out of windows, and 
driven from classrooms. Thousands of trade unionists, scholars and 
patriots have already been arrested; the arrests will surely go into the 
nillions. No American reporter has dared to tell us all that is hap- 
pening; but we can guess the crass-terror of the new fascist regime. 

France, the beautiful, France the free and daring, will be turned 
into France, the mute, the enslaved, the stupid, 

It is the finish. Those vicious ghosts, the aristocrats who gathered 
al Coblence to invade revolutionary France with the aid of the Prussian 
king, have risen from the grave again. Their dead hands will at last 
strangle the people. The clock has actually been set back, 


Or has it? Can this be the finish? Is any people ever finished? I 
know that France can never. be. 

The French fascists would have to wipe out nine-tenths of the 
population of France in order to accomplish their task. The history of 
France plots against them. The stories of French freedom are still or- 
ganic to France, and are written in the names of thousands of streets. 
Thousands. of statues and monuments to heroes of French liberation 
since the Renaissance will have to be pulléd down. Ninety per cent of 
the books in the libraries would have to be burned. 

No other nation was ever so deéply impregnated with its own tra- 
citions—and those traditions are all libertarian. The traitors must 
destroy French history, French culture, and French patriotism before 
they can make a Nazi province of France.

One of the most powerful 
movie scripts ever written 
has been accumulating dust 
in the vaults of Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer for over four

Four years ago, Louis B. Mayer, 
chief executive of M-G-M pald 
$175,000 for the screen rights and 
then after screen-writer Sidney 
Howard, turned in a magnificent 
anti-fascist script minus the red- 
baiting that marred some of Sin-

Louis Mayer, who then, as now, 
was a Republican National Com- 
mittee man and an enemy of la- 
bor was afraid that the strong 
anti-fascist angle would hurt 
M-G-M's European market. de 
asked Sidney Howard to “substitute 
the words “anti-Communist” wher- 
ever “anti-fascist” appeared in the 
script. Howard who was an honest 
liberal, refused. The script was 
shelved. 

The European market is dead. 
The fascist blitzkrieg killed it but 
“It Can't Happen Here” has not 
yet come alive. Louis Mayer hates 
Hitler, but he hates the workers 
more. He produced “Mortal 
Storm,” a castrated version of the 
anti-Nazi novel by P. Bottome. In 
the novel the hero was a “Commu- 
nist.” In the film, as played by 
James Stewart he is a vague lib- 
eral. Mayer will not make “It 
Can't Happen Here” because ne 
réfuses to lend his name to any 
film that will lash out at the na- 
tive American fascists. He has 
too many close friends 
them.

Unquestionably, the production and| 
exhibition of this film would do) 
more to arouse the people in de- 
fense of their civil liberties and 
democratic rights than a thousand 
spurious anti-Nazi films like ‘Four 
Sons” and “Mortal Storm.”
